He graduated after a brilliant schel- 
astic career and did a considerable 
amount of educational work until, fol- 
lowing his natural bent for law and 
public life, he was called to the bar in 
1899. He obtained a consideratie prac- 
tice at Liverpool and published a book 
on international Jaw which has gone 
through several editions, 

A tariff reformer, Smith was elect- 
ed to parliament for the Walton divis- 
ion tn 1906, and retained this seat 
until his elevation to the chancellor- 
ship 13 years afterwards. He entered 
the House of Commons a member of 
a small and discouraged minority and 
himself was almost unknown in Lon- 
don. He immediately bounded abruptly 
into fame by a sparkling maiden 
speech, conceived in a condifent fight- 
ing spirit and full of wit and epigram 
The Conservatives hailed him as a 
welcome asset. 

Smith was chosen to move rejection 
of the Parliament Bill in May, 1911 
and in the crisis with the Lords which 
foliowed he was a prominent figure. 
His growing reputation was recognized 
by His Majesty, who admitted him to 
the Privy Council in 1912. He had 
strong sympathy for Ulster and at this 
period became Sir Edward Carson's 
chief Meutenant in the resistance te- 
ing Organized by the latter to the 
stubborn movement for Home Rule in 
Ulster. 

When the war broke out, Smith was 
one of the first opposition leaders to 


place his services at the disposal of 
the cabinet. He accepted the position 


of head of the press bureau and en- 
couraged, with a view to accelerating 
enlistment, publication of a telegram 
showing the serious plight of the Bri- 
ttsh army after the retreat from Mons 
But he went shortly afterwards to 
France on active service, with the In- 
dian Corps, and was mentioned in 
despatches. He was captain in the 
King’s Own Oxfordshire Hussars, and 
a temporary Meutenant-colonel in the

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GooD LUCK TO IT 


Canadians have good cause to be in- 
terested in Argentina and its commer- 
cial activities. That is the country 
which flooded the British market with 
cheap wheat last fall and left the Cana- 
dian crop in the elevators. 

They also have cause to be interest- 
ed in the visit that is being paid to the 
Dominion by a trade commission from 
the southern republic, since the develop- 
ment of trade with Argentina seems to 
offer the best way of evening the score 
with that competitor in the wheat mar- 
kets. 

Argentina imports $900,000,000 
worth of manufactured goods per year. 
Canadian exports to the republic amount 
to $20,000,000 per vear. United States 
exports to Argentina have been around 
$250,000,000 per year, but the new U. 
S. tariff is expected to cut down exports 
to that country for the same reason 
that it is likely to curtail U. S. exports 
to Canada. 

The Argentine is not an industrial 
country, nor likely to become one. Its 
people are engaged in the production of 
foodstuffs and raw materials mainly, 
85 per cent of which they sell in Europe 
—)n competition, necessarily, with Can- 
adian foodstuffs and raw materials ship- 
ped there. 

If Canada can double and re-double 
its sales of manufactured goods in Ar- 
gentina, the gain to the industrial inter- 
ests of the Dominion will offset in de- 
ce the adverse results of Argentine 


o 
competition against Canadian farm pro- 
ducts in the European markets. For 
that rees it is to be hoped that the 


trade commission will achieve results 
beyond its wildest expectations. 


“MILLIONS FOR AN IDEA 


About $4,000,000 worth of gasoline 
is being recovered from the Turner Val- 
ley per year. To secure this amount of 
gasoline, $25,000,000 worth of gas is 
being wasted per year. 

Out of $29 worth of vaporized gaso- 
line that comes out of the wells, only $4 
worth is being profitably used. The re- 
maining $25 worth is being burned 
merely to destroy it. 

An unreplaceable resource is thus be- 
ing wiped out at the rate of $29 worth 
for each $4 worth of usable product 
that is obtained. Each $1 worth of gaso- 
line recovered from that field is costing 
about $7.50 worth of the finest fuel in 
the world, from a supply which must be 
limited, however large, and which can- 
not be replaced. 

Where is the scientist, or the indus- 
trialist, who will devise a way to stop 
this wastage and turn the presently 
useless gas to economic account? Un- 
doubtedly that will be done some day, 
but meantime the waste continues. It 
would pay the gas companies interested 
in the Turner field and the Government 
of Alberta, which is coming into posses- 
sion of the gas resources of the pro- 
vince, to hang up a purse of millions of 
dollars for the man who will show how 
to save this gas or turn it into a market- 
able product. 

A prize of $25,000,000 would repre- 
sent only the loss that is sustained every 
year because someone has not yet found 
out how to recover the gasoline in Tur- 
ner Valley alone without wasting sev- 
eral times its value in gas. A prize of 
that magnitude would be a cheap price 
to pay for a solution of this conundrum. 


UP TO THE MUNICIPALITIES 

A statement has been given out set- 
ting forth the conditions under which 
the Dominion Government will assist 
municipalities in dealing with unemploy- 
ment, to what extent, and upon what 
terms. 

Assistance is only to be given where 
a situation arises that is beyond control 
of the municipality; and then it will be 
given, not directly, but through the pro- 
vincia] government concerned and upon 
application being made by the provincial 
government. 

This is in full and complete accord 
with the principle laid down by the Mac- 
kenzie King Government; that unem- 
ployment is a matter to be dealt with 
first by the municipal council, that the 
provincial government stands next in 
the line of responsibility, and that the 
Dominion Government should only come 


into action when the provincial govern- 
ment asks for help. 

That, the Minister of Labor makes 

lain, is the method which will be fol- 
owed in distributing the $20,000,000 
voted by parliament, and the only 
method by which the Dominion author- 
ity will either contribute to the exten- 
sion of relief or the creation of employ- 
ment. 

Where a municipality finds it necess- 
ary to pay out money for relief, the Do- 
minion will contribute one-third of the 
amount if the provincial government 
contributes another third. Where a 
municipal work is undertaken to provide 
employment, the Dominion will contri- 
bute one-quarter of the cost if the pro- 
vincial government contributes another 
quarter. 

If anyone gathered from Mr. Ben- 
nett'’s campaign speeches that he pro- 
posed to “abolish unemployment” by ac- 
tion of the Dominion and the expendi- 
ture of Dominion money, the event falls 
far short of that understanding. For 
relief the Dominion will supply one dol- 
lar for each dollar supplied by the pro- 
vince, and each dollar provided by the 
municipality. For municipal relief 
works the Dominion will provide one 
dollar for each dollar provided by the 
provincial government and each two 
dollars supplied by the municipality. 

Whether relief and employment are 
to be extended by the $20,000,000 voted 
by parliament, and in what measure, 
will depend upon the willingness of the 
provinces and the municipalities to put 
up from two to three times that sum.

Gladstone Prayed That God Would Spare Him From

When Gladstone went to Biarritz 
in January of 1894 he had not yet 
decided to resign the premiership. | 
But more and more his years—he | 
was eighty-five—bore on him. His 
eyes and his ears were failing rapid- 
ly. He was not exactly weary, but, | 
after all, what was the use of con- | 
tinuing? Toward the middle of Feb- | 
ruary he prepared to resign 

His last cabinet council was held | 
on March 1. It ended on a note of | 
almost poignant gravity.
